It ia 
equipped with diaaal mo tori, automatio loom manufactured in Caeohoalovakia, 
a spool faotoxy, a material atorahouia and noon lighting in tha weaving rooms* 
fiinot 19S1 tht faotory h*« b«tn producing woolon goodi §xoiu«ivtly, 

prinoipaliy uniform matarial oar Tying tha label «A0». The thread comae from 
Buohareat and ia wound in tha Mediae faotory. Cotton ia imported from the 
Soviet Union. The faotory employe 350 to U00 workere who worh in two ehiftn 
from 6|00 a*m* until 2*00 p.m. and from 2|00 p.m. to 10|00 P*m. 

The Rosenbaum Sorew Faotory ie looated in the weetern eeotion of Mediae. Thie 
faotory was remodtlled in 1951 from an old iron faotoxy W Jam »eu. l J«J 
art 500 BmuloyBii in thia faotorye Sortwa and prBoision instrument® ara mada 
with Swedieh maohina tools. One pajt of the faotory ia looked off and inaooeeeible 
to woricara from tha other aaotionae • 

The airfield in Mediae ia 1,600-1,800 metere by 800-1,000 meters in alee* The 
oonetruotion of a oonorete runway is now in progreee, and one strip approximately 
25 to 30 metere wide and running east and waat ia already oompleted. Next bo 
thia runway, priming work ia baing done whioh indioatea that the runway will be 
broadened/ There are about 30 eingle wing, single motor planes and about 10 
single wing, twin-motored planee stationed at the Mediae Airfield.

a* Camouflaged Soviet armored trains are allegedly standing on an unused track

2. Ngw Railroad Station at PetfurdB . 

In August 1951 construction was begun to modify the single track :rail stop at 
PetffirdS (47 OSH 1807E) into a four-track railroad station with two through tracks, 
two switch tracks and one "dead" track. The work was completed in the summer of 
1952. The station, storehouse buildings^ end platforms are new. Head; to the 
storehouse there is an approximately 150-meter long platform leading to a ter- 
minus platform. The "dead" track of the terminus platform is about 100 m# long. 
All the tracks at the station, as well as on the S zeke s f ehe'rvar-Ve s z prem line, 
weigh 40 kg. per meter.
